Editor of^Better Roads and Streets, 


Cut the weeds. 
Road maintenance must be continuous and systematic. 
Haphazard work is expensive a.nd unsatisfactory. 
A careless and unskilled operator of a road 
grader' usually 


leaves the road in a worse condition than when he 
commenced 


work. 


Do not drag a dry road. 
Better let the automobiles blow the dust over the fence than 


*o drag it up into the middle of the road. 


In the case of dust, mud and weeds, the neutrality law may 


be violated with propriety. , 


Officials, and especially inspectors, should not permit the tax- 


payers to be imposed upon. 


When a hole or a rut appears, go fix it. 
Just now many of our roads are slimy with oil. A sufficient 


quantity is a good thing to prevent dust, but putting on too much 
is a waste of money. 


A road roller and a scarifier arc each indispensable in the re- 


pair and maintenance of public roads. 


The speed artist has no legal right upon the public road. 
Hill climbing contests should not be permitted to 
be 
con- 


ducted on public roads. 


Repair and maintain, for "a stitch in time saves

England from London, by the way 
of Halifax, N. S., to this city, ar- 
rived here today.

Of the total shipment $35,000,- 


000 was in gold and was believed 
to be in the form _ of American 
Double Eagles. The weight of the 
gold shipment was about 75 tons. 
It was said to be the largest single 
shipment of gold ever scut across 
th'e Atlantic ocean in one vessel. 


It was brought over iu a British 


battleship which was convoyed 
through the war zone and across 
the ocean by a cruiser and a flo- 
tilla of torpedo boat destroyers to
